ENGINEER’S LIFE ABOARD SHIP 


Lot of That Official and His Men 
Battleship in Action. 

If you were sealed up in a heated 
iron tank floating on the sea and ham- 
mered at by missiles which now and 
then let in daylight and splinters, you 
would get a dim idea of the lot of the 
engineer’s men aboard a battleship in 
action. But the engineer’s men have 
to work in the hurly-burly and you 
would go mad in your tank. The en- 
emy’s shot pounds the ship, but the 
engineer and his men know nat where 
the enemy is or where the ship is head- 
ing. And they can’t stop to think 
about it. Keep that bearing cool, 
smother it in oil, drown it in water! 
Keep it cool or the game’s up! The 
men on deck can let the splinters lie 
where they fall, but the men in the 
engine-room have to keep the splinters 
out of the machinery. Steam pipes 
are pierced. Mend ’em. Crawl behind 
the boilers and stop t®at leak. Im- 
possible to shut off anything. Scalded? 
Never mind. It’s all in the days 
work. Don’t let the water down. Pass 
the coal lively. And, while youre 
about it, put out that fire’in the bunk- 
ers. Grimy men, dripping with sweat, 
go about quietly, with clear heads, 
watching everything. There’s no 
bawling, unusual noise, no’ confusion. 
In the lower engine-rooms the ther- 
mometer shows 136 degrees in front of 
the ventilating blowers; in the upper 
engine-rooms, 190 degrees. Men dart 
into the upper rooms twice an hour 
or so, look around for a minute or 
There 
on the hot seas, on July 3, the tempera- 
ture above the boilers of the Texas 
was sometimes 200 degrees! The 
fighting engineers! By old-time tradi- 
tion, dating from the days when steam 
power was merely an auxiliary to wind 
power, the naval engineers are thought 
of as non-combatants. Ships change 
and duties change. The engineer is 
now a combatant as truly as the man 
on the bridge or the man behind the 
gun. The modern fighting ship is a 
fighting machine; her efficiency de- 
‘pends upon the engineer.’ The en- 
gineer of the merchant service has 
authority which the naval engineer 
does not possess. It is now proposed, 
in the United States navy, to improve 
on the practice of the merchant ser- 
vice. Enlightened opinion favors the 
plan for abolishing the distinction be- 
tween line and staff. Engineer officers 
are to be officers of the line. All line 
officers are to be taught engineering. 
A generation hence the anomalies of 
the present service will have passed 
away. The line officer of the future 
will know the engine-room as well as 
the wheelhouse and the bridge, for he 
will serve below as well as above. 
Meanwhile nothing will be lost, if we 
remember what the fighting engineers 
did to save the day at Santiago.

The Thirteenth infantry lost one man 
killed and six wounded; the Ninth in- 


-fantry, one man killed and five wound- 


ed; the Fourteenth infantry, three 
wounded, and the First Colorado vol- 
unteer regiment, 11 wounded. 

Saturday’s work was the hardest our 
army hasseen. The battlefield stretched 
out across the entire isthmus, from La- 
guna de Bay to the harbor. While the 
troops were advancing, the army gun- 
boat Napidan, in the river near Taguig, 
shelled the enemy, killing several of 
them. The monitor Monadnock and the 
gunboat Helena shelled Paranaque and 
Las Pinas all day with the full power 
The rebel sharp- 
shooters kept in hiding until the Amer- 
ican lines had passed and then at- 
tempted to pot stragglers from the 
trees. Thanks to their poor marksman- 
ship, this was without result. 

The whole country proved to be a suc- 
cession of small hills, with boggy 
ground between the high, thick grass, 
and bushes in the hollows, which great- 
ly added to the difficulty of the advance, 
but gave shelter that saved many from 
the enemy’s bullets. Our men threw 
away their blankets, coats and even 


haversacks, stripping to the waist and | 


trusting to luck for food. Water could 

not be obtained, and there was much 

discomfort after the canteens were 

emptied. 3 
Story of the Fighting. 

At the outset the Colorados, the 
Ninth infantry and the Twenty-first in- 
fantry forced the line of insurgent 
trenches, wheeled to the left and drove 
the enemy toward the lake. During 
this maneuver the Filipinos in con- 
cealed trenches on the right opened an 
enfilading fire, but the brigade, partly 
owing to the high grass, had few hit. 
The Ninth infantry crept around tothe 
right, flanking the trenches, driving 
out the Filipinos and killing many of 
them. The Colorado regiment advanced 
to the lake. Two companies encoun- 
tered trenches on top of a knoll, where 
the Filipinos stood waist high above a 
trench, pouring a volley upon the ad- 
vancing Americans. The Colorado 
troops charged and drove them out, 


Lieut. Col. Moses being wounded in the. 


arm as he jumped into the trench. 

In the meantime Gen. Wheaton’s col- 
umn advanced one and a half miles to- 
ward Paranaque, where the Americans 
found a strong trench on a ridge, out of 
which they drove the Filipinos by hard 
fighting. The enemy tried to flank the 
dismounted troops of the Fourth caval- 
ry accompanying Maj. Gen. Lawton,and 
at the same time they made their only 
advance, throwing a skirmish line to 
flank the Fourteenth infantry. But 
they were easily repulsed, the Amer- 
ican artillery coming to the crest of 
the hill and shelling them. 

Lawton Under Fire. 

About three o’clock in the afternoon 
Gen. Wheaton’s brigade, headed by 
Gen. Lawton, who, in his white cloth- 
ing and helmet, on a big, black horse, 
was a shining mark for the enemy’s 
sharpshooters, circled to the south of 
Las Pinas, encountering a large force 
of Filipinos in the shelter of the trees. 
Gen. Lawton had a narrow escape. In 
the first volley of the enemy the horses 
of three of his staff officers were shot 
from under them. The Colorado regi- 


ment bore the brunt of this attack and 


dispersed the Filipinos. Hardly had 
they finished off that lot when a larre

Otis Reports. 

- Washington, June 12.—The war de- 
partment on Sunday received a report 
from Maj. Gen. Otis, of the military 
movement Saturday to the south of M- 
nila for the purpose of clearing out the 
rebels in that section. It shews that 
the movement was a great suceess, and 
that the enemy’s loss was considerably 
greater than stated in the press dis- 
patches. Gen. Otis’ cablegram is as 
follows: 

“Manila, June 11.—Terrific heat yesterday 
fid not permit troops to reach positions at 
hours designated; it enabled a majority 
of the insurgents te escape in scattered or- 
ganizations south and westward, which 
they effected during the evening and night. 
Movement great success, however; enemy 
disorganized and routed, suffering heavy 
loss; troops resting to-day at Las Pinas 
and Paranaque. Navy did excellent execu- 
tion along shore of bay; but many insur- 
gent detachments retired in that direc- 
tion, protected by presence of women and 
children, whom they drove along with 
them. Our loss, four killed and some 30 
wounded. Report of casualties later. Con- 
servative estimate of enemy's loss about 
400.

CAR LINES TIED UP. 
Wailik-Out of Street Railway Hin ployes 


in Cleveland, 0O., In Foliowed 
by Rioting. 


Cleveland, O., June 12.—The street 
railway strike is on, 900 men are out, 
and Saturday was a day of rioting. At 
four o’clock in the morning the motor- 
men and conductors of the Cleveland 
Electric Railway company, known lo- 
cally as the Big Consolidated, went out, 
tying up the entire system, including 
the Euclid, Wade Park, Cedar, Central, 
Scovill, Wilson, Broadway, Jennings and 
Brooklin lines. 

After the, stirring events of the day 
President. Henry Everett, of the Big 
Consolidated,sentforma! noticeto Chief 
of Police Corner that he would attempt 
to run no more cars excepting mail 
ears, which do not carry passengers, 
until Monday morning. This announce- 
ment caused a feeling of relief in all 
parts of the city. 

Mr. Everett’s statement came after 
one of the most exciting incidents of the 
day, in which William Steffin, division 
superintendent of the road, was as- 
saulted by an excited crowd on Pros- 
pect street while trying to bring a car 
through a throng of strikers on that 
thoroughfare. Mr. Steffin Hes at his 
home in a serious condition. 

Beginning at five o’clock a crowd be- 
gan congregating around the Lakeview 
barns. It soon numbered 200 street car 
men and citizens. The company’s first 
attempt to run its cars with new men 
was made at nine o’clock. The car was 
surrounded by a mob when it had pro- 
ceeded but a short distance from the 
Lakeview barns, when it was pelted 
with eggs, but finally made the trip 
downtown. Shortly after three more 
cars were started out of the barns. 
They were not molested. 

The first blood of the strike was 
shed shortly after ten o’clock, when 
the first car returned from its trip 
downtown. Jacob Kratz, a citizen, 
was struck over the eye with a stone 
and painfully hurt. Shortly before 
noon a detail of 30 policemen were sent 
to the Lakeview barns of the company. 
The result was that by 12 o’clock all 
the lines were open, but not more than 
a dozen cars were in operation. Presi- 
dent Everett, at this time, gave out an 
interview, in which he said the new 
men would be retained even if the old 
men returned to work. 

The women took an active part in the 
demonstrations about the East end 
barns. They urged the men on by 
cries and participated in the general 
jeering and yelling. 

At 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon the 
police succeeded in effectually clearing 
the street of people and cars. In a few 
minutes, however, hundreds again con- 
gregated. Then it was that William 
Steffin, division superintendent, who 
was attempting to force a “stalled” car 
through the mob, was struck upon the 
head with a pop bottle by some one 
in the crowd.

COSTS THREE LIVES. 


Awful Work of a Furious Cy- 
clone in lowa. 


THE VILLAGE OF SALIX, 14., SUFFERS 


A Farmer, His Wife and One Son Are 
Killed—Three Other Members 
of the Family Are Injured 
-~—One May Die. 


Minneapolis, Minn., June 12.—A spe- 
cial to the Tribune from Sioux City, Ia., 
gays: A tornado at 5:30 Sunday aft- 
ernoon struck two miles southeast 
of the little town of Salix, 16 miles from 
here, and killed three people outright 
and one more will die. The dead are: 
John Malloy, farmer; Mrs. John Mal- 
loy, his wife, and Harry Malloy, a 16- 
year-old son. Miss Bessie Malloy, the 
18-year-old daughter, had her skull 
fractured and is not expected to live. 
Thomas and Pat Malloy are badly hurt. 
None other members of the family of 
father, mother, seven sons and daugh- 
ter were injured. So far as can be 
learned no one else was killed or in- 
jured. | 

The family was at supper when the 
funnel-shaped cloud was first seen, and 
Dick Malloy told his parents to go to 
the cellar. He ran to the home of Mrs. 
Hassell, widow, across the road, to 
warn her and her seven children. He 
took them to the cellar and the house 
was whirled away, injuring no one. 
He had to hold one boy by the legs as 
he was being drawn up by the suction 
of the wind. But the Malloy family 
across the road only remained in the 
cellar about five minutes, and the fa- 
ther suggested that the cloud was only 
rain. They came up, and in an instant 
the house was demolished. / 

The dead and injured members were 
scattered among the ruins. The con- 
ductor of a freight train saw the cloud 
and stopped his train. before it got in 
the storm, and when he reached the 
town he held his train long enough to 
bring the injured to the hospital in 
Sioux City. 

Wild rumors are afloat of more dam- 
age in Woodbury county, but this can- 
not be verified. At Homer, Neb., a re- 
vival tent was blown over and an un- 
known woman was fatally injured. 
This is the sixth tornado in this distriét 
this season. 


ARBITRATION MAY FAIL. 


Germany Making an Active Canvass 
iœ Secure Defeat of Schemes 
Before Peace Conference, 


Washington, June 12.—According to 
privete advices reaching here from The 
Hagas, there is grave danger that one 
and all of the arbitration schemes be- 
fore the conference will fail. It is said 
that Germany is markedly hostile to 
the arbitration principle, and is mak- 
ing an active canvass to secure the sup- 
port of some of the second-rate pow- 
ers in her opposition. If this movement 
is successful, even in a limited degree, 
it is feared that arbitration is doomed, 
so far as this conference is concerned, 
for, to carry any weight and show prac- 
tical results, the delegates must be 
nearly unanimous. a 

The Hague, June 12.—The chief del- 
egates to the peace conference met 
Saturday to discuss German com- 
plaints against the secrecy imposed 
upon the delegates and the consequence 
of misleading reports published, and it 
is understood that Count Munster, 
head of the German delegation, was in- 
structed to propose that the protocols 
for the plenary sittings of the com- 
mittees be published immediately after 
they are drawn up. 

American delegates say that they 
are still confident of the adoption of 
some of their chief projects for arbitra- 
tion, but the preliminary discussion 
Friday indicates the impossibility of 
maintaining them all. For instance, it 
is impossible to carry the proposal 
that the judges of the arbitration tri- 
bunal be elected by the highest court 
of justice of each country, as some of 
the European countries do not possess 
a judicial organization permitting 
such procedure. It is expected that 
the likeliest outcome will be that each 
country will be free to choose the man- 
ner of nominating its own judges.

Indianapolis, Ind., June 12.—The 
trust mania has reached the brewers.

that a scheme is on foot to form a trust 
with $1,000,000,000 capital and buy up 
all the breweries in the country. It 
is said that the scheme, which is at 
present only in its inception, received 
impetus at the national convention of 
brewers at Detroit, when plans, were 
discussed secretly. While, as stated, 
the trust is only in the formative stage, 
enough men of capital are behind it to 
warrant the belief that the American 
beer drinker will soon have no other al- 
ternative than to quench his thirst on 
the product of a trust.

One Would Be Likely to Cost! 
France. 


M. Jules Roche has been preaching | 
peace to the French in a way which 
will generally appeal to a people quick- 
er than all the Russian disarmament 
plans ever- broached. Taking the 
known basis of $1.70 in the Franco- 
German war as the cost of each soldier 
a day, he throws out the warning that 
the increase of the army from 600,000 
soldiers ten to the 2,000,000 in the first 
line of active combatants and 1,800,009 
territorial troops of the present day 
would make a tremendous drain on the 
governmental finances. These totals 
are reduced from official figures and are 
further taken as no more than 3,000,- 
000 in all for the sake of easier argu- 
ment, the German estimate of French 
military forces being considerably over 
4,250,000. On the basis of $1.70 a man, 
this army would cost nearly $5,300,000 
a day; or, taking the most favorable 
possibilities, say only $4,000,000. 

This means that after hostilities 
have fairly begun a constant drain of 
$120,000,000 a month would have to be 
faced by France. In addition to the 
$350,000,000 or so cost by mobilization, 
horses and equipment before the fight- 
ing began at all, twice that amount 
would be needed to provide for the 
withdrawal of public money from the 
savings banks. In other words, a sum 
equivalent tc the fifth part of the gi- 
gantic national debt of France would 
have to be found during the first two 
or three months of a war—at a time 
when the barrowing power of the state 
would not be at its best.

ENGINEER’S LIFE ABOARD SHIP 


Lot of That Official and His Men 
Battleship in Action. 

If you were sealed up in a heated 
iron tank floating on the sea and ham- 
mered at by missiles which now and 
then let in daylight and splinters, you 
would get a dim idea of the lot of the 
engineer’s men aboard a battleship in 
action. But the engineer’s men have 
to work in the hurly-burly and you 
would go mad in your tank. The en- 
emy’s shot pounds the ship, but the 
engineer and his men know nat where 
the enemy is or where the ship is head- 
ing. And they can’t stop to think 
about it. Keep that bearing cool, 
smother it in oil, drown it in water! 
Keep it cool or the game’s up! The 
men on deck can let the splinters lie 
where they fall, but the men in the 
engine-room have to keep the splinters 
out of the machinery. Steam pipes 
are pierced. Mend ’em. Crawl behind 
the boilers and stop t®at leak. Im- 
possible to shut off anything. Scalded? 
Never mind. It’s all in the day’s 
work. Don’t let the water down. Pass 
the coal lively. And,’ while youre 
about it, put out that fire’in the bunk- 
ers. Grimy men, dripping with sweat, 
go about quietly, with clear heads, 
watching everything. There’s no 
bawling, unusual noise, no confusion. 
In the lower engine-rooms the ther- 
mometer shows 136 degrees in front of 
the ventilating blowers; in the upper 
engine-rooms, 190 degrees. Men dart 
into the upper rooms twice an hour 
or so, look around for a minute or 
There 
on the hot seas, on July 3, the tempera- 
ture above the boilers of the Texas 
was sometimes 200 degrees! The 
fighting engineers! By old-time tradi- 
tion, dating from the days when steam 
power was merely an auxiliary to wind 
power, the naval engineers are thought 
of as non-combatants. Ships change 
and duties change. The engineer is 
now a combatant as truly as the man 
on the bridge or the man behind the 
gun. The modern fighting ship is a 
fighting machine; her efficiency de- 
‘pends upon the engineer.‘ The en- 
gineer of the merchant service has 
authority which the naval engineer 
does not possess. It is now proposed, 
in the United States navy, to improve 
on the practice of the merchant ser- 
vice. Enlightened opinion favors the 
plan for abolishing the distinction be- 
tween line and staff. Engineer officers 
are to be officers of the line. All line 
officers are to be taught engineering. 
A generation hence the anomalies of 
the present service will have passed 
away. The line officer of the future 
will know the engine-room as well as 
the wheelhouse and the bridge, for he 
will serve below as well as above. 
Meanwhile nothing will be lost, if we 
remember what the fighting engineers 
did to save the day at Santiago.

es Our Losses. 

The Thirteenth infantry lost one man 
killed and six wounded; the Ninth in- 


-fantry, one man killed and five wound- 


ed; the Fourteenth infantry, three 
wounded, and the First Colorado vol- 
unteer regiment, 11 wounded. 

Saturday’s work was the hardest our 
army hasseen. The battlefield stretched 
out across the entire isthmus, from La- 
guna de Bay to the harbor. While the 
troops were advancing, the army gun- 
boat Napidan, in the river near Taguig, 
shelled the enemy, killing several of 
them. The monitor Monadnock and the 
gunboat Helena shelled Paranaque and 
Las Pinas all day with the full power 
The rebel sharp- 
shooters kept in hiding until the Amer- 
ican lines had passed and then at- 
tempted to pot stragglers from the 
trees. Thanks to their poor marksman- 
ship, this was without result. 

The whole country proved to be a suc- 
cession of small hills, with boggy 
ground between the high, thick grass, 
and bushes in the hollows, which great- 
ly added to the difficulty of the advance, 
but gave shelter that saved many from 
the enemy’s bullets. Our men threw 
away their blankets, coats and even 
haversacks, stripping to the waist and 
trusting to luck for food. Water could 
not be obtained, and there was much 
discomfort after the canteens were 
emptied. | 

Story of the Fighting. 

At the outset the Colorados, the 
Ninth infantry and the Twenty-first in- 
fantry forced the line of insurgent 
trenches, wheeled to the left and drove 
the enemy toward the lake. During 
this maneuver the Filipinos in con- 
cealed trenches on the right opened an 
enfilading fire, but the brigade, partly 
owing to the high grass, had few hit. 
The Ninth infantry crept around tothe 
right, flanking the trenches, driving 
out the Filipinos and killing many of 
them. The Colorado regiment advanced 
to the lake. Two companies encoun- 
tered trenches on top of a knoll, where 
the Filipinos stood waist high above a 
trench, pouring a volley upon the ad- 
vancing Americans. The Colorado 
troops charged and drove them out, 
Lieut. Col. Moses being wounded in the. 
arm as he jumped into the trench. 

In the meantime Gen. Wheaton’s col- 
umn advanced one and a half miles to- 
ward Paranaque, where the Americans 
found a strong trench on a ridge, out of 
which they drove the Filipinos by hard 
fighting. The enemy tried to flank the 
dismounted troops of the Fourth caval- 
ry accompanying Maj. Gen. Lawton,and 
at the same time they made their only 
advance, throwing a skirmish line to 
flank the Fourteenth infantry. But 
they were easily repulsed, the Amer- 
ican artillery coming to the crest of 
the hill and shelling them. 

Lawton Under Fire. 

About three o’clock in the afternoon 
Gen. Wheaton’s brigade, headed by 
Gen. Lawton, who, in his white cloth- 
ing and helmet, on a big, black horse, 
was a shining mark for the enemy’s 
sharpshooters, circled to the south of 
Las Pinas, encountering a large force 
of Filipinos in the shelter of the trees. 
Gen. Lawton had a narrow escape. In 
the first volley of the enemy the horses 
of three of his staff officers were shot 
from under them. The Colorado regi- 
ment bore the brunt of this attack and 
dispersed the Filipinos. Hardly had 
they finished off that lot when a large 
force appeared in the rear, which the 
Ninth infantry and a part of the Colo- 
rado regiment drove away. By this 
time nearly the whole division was | 
around Las Pinas. The Americans | 
camped for the night south of the town 
and in the midst of a heavy rain. 

The Advance on Paranaque. 

At six o’clock Sunday morning Gen. 
Wheaton advanced upon Las Pinas with 
a troop of cavalry, the Twenty-first in- 
fantry, the Colorado regiment, part of 
the Ninth infantry and two mountain 
guns, crossing two streams and enter- 
ing the town without firing a shot. He 
then advanced upon Paranaque. The 
women and children, and, for that mat- 
ter, many men remained in the towns. 
No housese were destroyed, though 
many were torn by the shells from the 
warships. . Everywhere the Americans 
found white flags fiying. 

Losses of the Enemy. 

So far as can yet be ascertained the 
Filipino loss is about 50 killed, about 
350 wounded, and 20 taken prisoners. 
The whole country is networked with 
trenches, and the enemy scurried from 
shelter to shelter. | i

CAR LINES TIED UP. 
Walk-OuntofStreet Railway Hmployes 


in Cleveland, 0., Is Foliowed 
by RKRioting. 


Cleveland, O., June 12.—The street 
railway strike is on, 900 men are out, 
and Saturday was a day of rioting. At 
four o’clock in the morning the motor- 
men and conductors of the Cleveland 
Electric Railway company, known lo- 
cally as the Big Consolidated, went out, 
tying up the entire system, including 
the Euclid, Wade Park, Cedar, Central, 
Scovill, Wilson, Broadway, Jennings and 
Brooklin lines. 

After the stirring events of the day 
President. Henry Everett, of the Big 
Consolidated,sent forma! noticeto Chief 
of Police Corner that he would attempt 
to run no more cars excepting mail 
ears, which do not carry passengers, 
until Monday morning. This announce- 
ment caused a feeling of relief in all 
parts of the city. 

Mr. Everett’s statement came after 
one of the most exciting incidents of the 
day, in which William Steffin, division 
superintendent of the road, was as- 
saulted by an excited crowd on Pros- 
pect street while trying to bring a car 
through a throng of strikers on that 
thoroughfare. Mr. Steffin Hes at his 
home in a serious condition. 

Beginning at five o’clock a crowd be- 
gan congregating around the Lakeview 
barns. It soon numbered 200 street car 
men and citizens. The company’s first 
attempt to run its cars with new men 
was made at nine o’clock. The car was 
surrounded by a mob when it had pro- 
ceeded but a short distance from the 
Lakeview barns, when it was pelted 
with eggs, but finally made the trip 
downtown. Shortly after three more 
cars were started out of the barns. 
They were not molested. 

The first blood of the strike was 
shed shortly after ten o’clock, when 
the first car returned from its trip 
downtown. Jacob Kratz, a citizen, 
was struck over the eye with a stone 
and painfully hurt. Shortly before 
noon a detail of 30 policemen were sent 
to the Lakeview barns of the company. 
The result was that by 12 9’clock all 
the lines were open, but not more than 
a dozen cars were in operation. Presi- 
dent Everett, at this time, gave out an 
interview, in which he said the new 
men would be retained even if the old 
men returned to work. 

The women took an active part in the 
demonstrations about the East end 
barns. They urged the men on by 
cries and participated in the general 
jeering and yelling. 

At 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon the 
police succeeded in effectually clearing 
the street of people and cars. In a few 
minutes, however, hundreds again con- 
gregated. Then it was that William 
Steffin, division superintendent, who 
was attempting to force a “stalled” car 
through the mob, was struck upon the : 
head with a pop bottle by some one. 
in the crowd. 

The strikers declare they have made 
their last request for a conference 
with the officials. Unless the officials 
come to the strikers with a request for 
a conference, with the purpose of ar- 
ranging to arbitrate the differences, | 
the strike will last indefinitely. 

The company made no attempt to 
move cars Sunday. There was no ac- 
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the big crowds of strikers and idlers 
that assembled saw nothing to excite 
them. A number of motormen import- 
ed by the company from other cities 
were taken to the Lake View terminus 
of the road Sunday and all that were 
not captured by the strikers were 
housed there for the night. If the

Cape Town, June 12.—Seventeen na-

year-old son. Miss Bessie Malloy, the 
18-year-old daughter, had her skull 
fractured and is not expected to live.

None other members of the family of 
father, mother, seven sons and daugh- 
ter were injured. So far as can be 
learned no one else was killed or in- 
jured. | 

The family was at supper when the 
funnel-shaped cloud was first seen, and 
Dick Malloy told his parents to go to 
the cellar. He ran to the home of Mrs. 
Hassell, widow, across the road, to 
warn her and her seven children. He 
took them to the cellar and the house 
was whirled away, injuring no one. 
He had to hold one boy by the legs as 
he was being drawn up by the suction 
of the wind. But the Malloy family 
across the road only remained in the 
cellar about five minutes, and the fa- 
ther suggested that the cloud was only 
rain. They came up, and in an tnstant 
the house was demolished. 

The dead and injured members were 
scattered among the ruins. The con- 
ductor of a freight train saw the cloud 
and stopped his train before it got in 
the storm, and when he reached the 
town he held his train long enough to 
bring the injured to the hospital in 
Sioux City. 

Wild rumors are afloat of more dam- 
age in Woodbury county, but this can- 
not be verified. At Homer, Neb., a re- 
vival tent was blown over and an un- 
known woman was fatally injured. 
This is the sixth tornado in this distriét 
this season. 


ARBITRATION MAY FAIL. 


Germany Making an Active Canvass 
is Secure Defeat of Schemes 
Before Peace Conference, 


Washington, June 12.—According to 
private advices reaching here from The 
Hagas, there is grave danger that one 
and all of the arbitration schemes be- 
fore the conference will fail. It is said 
that Germany is markedly hostile to 
the arbitration principle, and is mak- 
ing an active canvass to secure the sup- 
port of some of the second-rate pow- 
ers in her opposition. Ifthis movement 
is successful, even in a limited degree, 
it is feared that arbitration is doomed, 
so far as this conference is concerned, 
for, to carry any weight and show prac- 
tical results, the delegates must be 
nearly unanimous. 2 

The Hague, June 12.—The chief del- 
egates to the peace conference met 
Saturday to discuss German com- 
plaints against the secrecy imposed 
upon the delegates and the consequence 
of misleading reports published, and it 
is understood that Count Munster, 
head of the German delegation, was in- 
structed to propose that the protocols 
for the plenary sittings of the com- 
mittees be published immediately after 
they are drawn up. 

American delegates say that they 
are still confident of the adoption of 
some of their chief projects for arbitra- 
tion, but the preliminary discussion 
Friday indicates the impossibility of 
maintaining them all. For instance, it 
is impossible to carry the proposal 
that the judges of the arbitration tri- 
bunal be elected by the highest court 
of justice of each country, as some of 
the European countries do not possess 
a judicial organization permitting 
such procedure. It is expected that 
the likeliest outcome will be that each 
country will be free to choose the man- 
ner of nominating its own judges. 

The Americans propose to insist upon 
a permanent tribunal, if this is impos- 
sible they hope to obtain at any rate 
the institution of a permanent com- 
mission. They will also -insist on 
other points. 

A feeling of disquietude is observable 
among the delegates of the smaller 
powers at the decisions of the confer- 
ence relating to the tender of good of- 
fices for mediation. They fear that this 
may be imposed on the lesser powers 
in a way to restrict their independence, 
and several amendments to this effect 
will be proposed when the scheme is 
finally discussed. | 

The Hague, June 12.—An authorita- 
tive contradiction is given to the report 
that there is grave danger of the arbi- 
tration scheme failing. It is pointed 
out that, although Germany may hesi- 
tate to recognize the principle, she has 
not yet raised any actual objections 
during the discussion.

Plans Forming to Combine All Brew» 
eries in America—Will Require 
Capital of $1,000,000,000. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 12.—The 
trust mania has reached the brewers. 
and it is said on the best of authority 
that a scheme is on foot to form a trust 
with $1,000,000,000 capital and buy up 
all the breweries in the country. It 
is said that the scheme, which is at 
present only in its inception, received 
impetus at the national convention of 
brewers at Detroit, when plans, were 
discussed secretly. While, as stated, 
the trust is only in the formative stage, 
enough men of capital are behind it to 
warrant the belief that the American 
beer drinker will soon have no other al- 
ternative than to quench his thirst on 
the product of a trust. 


Could Not Loan Its Money. 
Madison, Wis., June 12.—The Dane 
county bank, located at Stoughton, a 
town. near Madison, closed its doors Sat- 
urday, and G. E. Rose, of Madison, was 
appointed receiver. The assets of the 
bank are given as $100,000 and the lia- 
bilities at twice that amount. Thecash 
on hand is $3,000. The causes of the 
failure are not known. The bank was 
well known, and has been supposed to 
be in a prosperous condition. It has 
found difficulty, however, for the past 
year to loan its money at good interest, 
the prices of tobacco having been so 
good that the tobacco raisers who live 
in that community have not needed 
money. 


Big Sporting Event, 
Dubuque, Ia., June 12.—The tourna- 
ment of the Central Scheutzen Bund of 
North America, to be held here June 22- 
25, promises to be one of the largest 
sporting events of the year.

What One Would Be Likely to Cost 
France. 


M. Jules Roche has been preaching ` : 


peace to the French in a way which 
will generally appeal to a people quick- 
er than all the Russian disarmament 
plans ever broached. Taking the 
known basis of $1.70 in the Franco- 
German war as the cost of each soldier 
a day, he throws out the warning that 
the increase of the army from 600,000 
soldiers ten to the 2,000,000 in the first 
line of active combatants and 1,800,000 
territorial troops of the present day 
would make a tremendous drain on the 
governmental finances. These totals 
are reduced from official figures and are 
further taken as no more than 3,000,- 
000 in all for the sake of easier argu- 
ment, the German estimate of French 
military forces being considerably over 
4,250,000. On the basis of $1.70 a man, 
this army would cost nearly $5,300,000 
a day; or, taking the most favorable 
possibilities, say only $4,000,000. 

This means that after hostilities 
have fairly begun a constant drain of 
$120,000,000 a month would have to be 
faced by France. In addition to the 
$350,000,000 or so cost by mobilization, 
horses and equipment before the fight- 
ing began at all, twice that amount 
would be needed to provide for the 
withdrawal of public money from the 
savings banks. In other words, a sum 
equivalent tc the fifth part of the gi- 
gantic national debt of France would 
have to be found during the first two 


or three months of a war—at a time 


when the baerrowing power of the state 
would not be at its best. In case fhe 
war were to be carried on with 
France’s old enemy, the German em- 
peror would not have so many difficul- 
ties to face; for one thing, there is the 
immense accumulation of gold—the 
famous “war treasure’—at Spandau; 
but even he would find immediate exe 
penses so heavy that his determination 
to be prepared for one crushing blow 
is perfectly intelligible. Modern wars 
must inevitably be short or the com- 
batants must bleed to death.

AND MAKE THE PHILIPPINES A 
PENAL COLONY.

Hon. A. J. Sawyer, one of the leaders 
of the house of representatives two 
years ago and one of the most promi- 
nent members of the Michigan bar, 
talked before tthe Business Men’s club 
at the Congregational church upon the 
subject of ‘What is the proper treat- 
ment of criminals after they have 
served their sentences?” He advanced 
the novel theory of utilizing the Philip- 
pine islands as a penal colony for the 
United States, and did so in a most 
logical and forcible manner, and, fur- 
ther, that the reformation of a eriminal 
is impossible under our system. 

His address was replete with as- 


eae | 


> _ tounding theories, but argued to conse- 


quent deliberation, that it is given in 
part. 

Mr. Sawyer prefaced his address by 
saying that the conclusions which he 
would advance are derived from actual 
life and in his experience of 40 year's 
in confronting criminals, both in de- 
fense and prosecution, in the courts. He 
spoke in part as follows: 

There is a Sentiment or belief, com- 
mon to- many, that the criminal, no 
matter how far he has advanced in 
crime, may still be reclaimed and re- 
formed, and become a useful member of 
society. In my judgment no social er- 
ror exists which is capable of greater 


evils to society than this. It is playing 


with the serpent and toying with the 


lightning. Nothing but destruction lies 
in its pathway. 

The instances are too numerous 
where the labors of noble men and wc- 
men, and the best efforts of the church, 


have been wasted upon such persons, 


to engender unlimited belief in a pos- 
sible reformation, anid the fact that 
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the marriage contract is entered into 
with less investigation as to antecedents 
than is devoted to the breeding of a 
horse, and so long as this practice shall 
continue society will be infested with 
criminals. 

The ministerial father of the fistic 
chamipion so bears the pugilistic trait of 
blood that from the pulpit he telegraphs 
his blessing upon ‘his son, and after the 
fight telegraphs that the Lord was with 
his son—just as if the Lord would 
stand by and help one criminal whip 

another. 

Among the Greeks imprisonment was 
seldom employed as a legal punish- 
ment, they preferred banishment to the 
expense of keeping prisoners in confine- 
ment, and while the Jews do not seem 
to ‘have favored this class of punish- 
ment, because it was believed by them 
to have a tendency to irreligion, if not 
to idolatry, still all the other nations of 
antiquity practiced banishment for all 
crimes disclosing moral turpitude, and 
many of the civilized nations of ‘the 
earth today inflict banishment. 

In my judgment the precedent set for 
us by God himself in banishing Adam 
after he had committed the crime in the 
Garden of Eden should be followed, and 
all the criminals who are found among 
us should be sent where they can get 
all the barbarism they want. To A'guin- 
aldo, where the conditions of sensual 
existences are easy enough for the 
most indolent, let us send them. To the 
Philippines they would be an invalu- 
able help. They would become indus- 
trial missionaries, better than Christian 
missionaries, because of being more like 
the rogues among whom they would be 
sent. They would better understand 
each other tthan either of them now un- 
derstand the missionaries. 

I would like to see the treatment 
which we apply to missionaries and 
criminals exactly reversed by sending 
the criminals to the heathen and plac- 
ing the missionaries under that great 
forcing process, the penitentiary, of 
course with such changes in the insti- 
tution as would adapt it to its new in- 
mates, but adhering to the principle 
that righteousness, like crime, is best 
cultivated by gathering large quantities 
of it together in one spot. We would 
intensify piety at home as we now in- 
tensify crime. Our home righteousness 
would be irresistible. 

One reason why the heathen cannot 
get along better with ‘our missionaries 
is that the ethics of the missionary, un- 
less he is sent to them baked, is too 
high for them. They cannot trust .. 
man who does not mean to cneat them, 
who looks upon the restraints of civil- 
-ization as too few instead of too many, 
upon the methods of industry as being 
too sordid instead of too honest, who 
take no delight in’ stealing, does not 
know what it is to lie, has only “one 
wife and never whips her. They believe 
he must keep on hand some concealed 
stock of deeper villainy than they have 
discovered, and they ‘will not ethically 
or aesthetically mix with him. 

They are like the American Indians in 
the presence of Puritan and Saxon. 
Nothing but extermination—no blood 
fellowship. But in Mexico, where the 
treacherous Spaniards; in! Canada, 
where the easy-going, licentious French; 
in Brazil, where the marauding Portu- 
guese taught a lower standard of mor- 
als, races blended and made neighbors. 
The savages were civilized. So if we 
send our criminals to the Philippines, 
the full-blood and the half-blood would 
mieet them on the shore with the salu- 
tation, ‘‘Welcome, we love you for the 
enemies you ‘have made. You hate the 
restraints of civilization: so do we. 
You want more liberties; help yourself. 
There is no politics here; you want a 
little license, take twenty. It is the cus- 
tom of the country. What do we ask 
in return? Only that if you have any 
new tricks show them up.” 

Thus they would mix perfectly, and 
the Philippines’ sunny strand ‘would be 
Christianized. As fire drives out fire, 


so crime would destroy crime, and un-’ 


der the doctrine of the ‘‘survival of the 
fittest,” a better race of men ‘would 
spring up to bless instead of to curse 
mankind.

It was suggested that if ‘Mr. Douglass 
would bid low enough, and if his lights 
would give good satisfaction, it was 
possible that, at the expiration of the 
contract with the Ann ‘Arbor Electric 
Light Co., he might get more streets to

For Chilblains. 

Procure a beef bone that contains a 
good deal of marrow, remove this and 
melt in a jar set in boiling water. 
When melted, strain and allow to cool. 
Then mix in the following propor- 
tions: Two ounces of white wax, four

of Venice turpentine. Cut up the fats, 
set them with the turpentine in a jar 
in boiling water and melt over the fire. 
When liquid, stir in four ounces of 
sweet oil and pour into small jars or 
moulds in which the salve can be stor- 
ed for future use. 


Texas Cotton for Japan.

HON. A. J, SAWYER WOULD BAN- 
ISH ALL CRIMINALS 


AND MAKE THE PHILIPPINES A 
PENAL COLONY.

Hon. A. J. Sawyer, one of the leaders 
of the house of representatives two 
years ago and one of the most promi- 
nent members of the Michigan bar, 
talked before the Business Men’s club 
at the Congregational church upon the 
subject of “What is the proper treat- 
ment of criminals after they have 
served their sentences?’ He advanced 


pine islands as a penal colony for the 
United States, and did so in a most 
logical and forcible manner; and, fur- 
ther, that the reformation of a criminal 
is impossible under our system. 

His address was replete with as- 
tounding theories, but argued to conse- 
quent deliberation, that it is given in 
part. 

Mr. Sawyer prefaced his address by 
saying ‘that the conclusions which he 
would advance are derived from actual 
life and in his experience of 40 year's 
in confronting criminals, both in de- 
fense and prosecution, in the courts. He 
spoke in part as follows: 

here is a sentiment or belief, com- 
mon toa- many, that the criminal, no 
matter how far he has advanced in 
crime, may still be reclaimed and re- 
formed, and become a useful member of 
society. In my judgment no social er- 
ror exists which is capable of greater 
evils to society than this. It is playing 
with the serpent and toying with the 
lightning. Nothing but destruction lies 
in its pathway. 

The instances are too numerous 
where the labors of noble men and wo- 
men, and the best efforts of the church, 
have been ‘wasted upon such persons, 
to engender unlimited belief in a pos- 
sible reformation, and the fact that 
there are many criminals who have 
never been convicted of a second offense 
does not prove reformation any more 
- bhan it proves fear of punishment. 

But, if it were conceded that the 
criminal himself might be reformed, 
what shall be said of his progeny, in 
which society has much greater interest 
than in himself. 

Is it advisable for society to open its 
arms and welcome to the family circle 
any person who is actually guilty of a 
criminal offense? Will you consent that 


your son or daughter shall marry a. 


criminal, even' & criminal fron! circum- 
stances. If not, then what will society 


do with the criminal after he is re-i 


formed? 

We do not claim that every child of a 
criminal necessarily inherits criminal 
traits, but we do claim that in most in- 
stances the child inherits the mental 
formation of his ancestry to a large ex- 
tent. 

Mr. Sawyer then took up the first 
great crime, that of Adam partaking of 
the forbidden fruit. He said he was a 
victim of circumstances and had inher- 
ited no criminal trait, yet banishment, 
utter, complete and forever, was the 
sentence imposed by God. The speaker 
then took up the question of criminals 
by heredity. ‘Take the best stock of 
apple,” said he, “and graft it into the 
shorn: plant the seed of the apple and 
it will produce the criminal.” 

And yet there be those who seem to 
feel that they ‘themselves are possessed 
of such a stock of honesty and Chris- 
tian spirituality, that their children 
would be safe if joined in marriage with 
an hereditary criminal. 

It is but simple truth to say that in 
America, jn the vast majority of cases, 


~w 


the novel theory of utilizing the Philip- 
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sent. They would better understand 
each other than either of them now un- 
derstand the missionaries. 

I would like to see the treatment 
which we apply to missionaries and 
riminals exactly reversed by sending 
the criminals to the heathen and plac- 
ing the missionaries under that great 
forcing process, the penitentiary, of 
course with such changes in the insti- 
tution as would adapt it to its nelw in- 
mates, but adhering to the principle 
that righteousness, like crime, is best 
cultivated by gathering large quantities 
of it together in one spot. We would 
intensify piety at home as we now in- 
tensify crime. Our home righteousness 
would be irresistible. 

One reason why the heathen cannot 
get along better with our missionaries 
is that the ethics of the missionary, un- 
less he is sent to them baked, is too 
high for them. ‘They cannot trust .. 
man who does not mean to cneat them, 
who looks upon the restraints of civil- 
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-ization as too few instead of too many, 


upon the methods of industry as being 
too sordid instead of too honest, who 
take no delight in: stealing, does not 
know what it is to lie, has only ‘one 
wife and never whips her. They believe 
he must keep on hand some concealed 
stock of deeper villainy than they have 
discovered, and they will not ethically 
or aesthetically mix with him. 

They are like the American Indians in 
the presence of Puritan and Saxon. 
Nothing ‘but extermination—no blood 
fellowship. But in Mexico, where the 
treacherous Spaniards; in Canada, 
where the easy-going, licentious French; 
in Brazil, where the marauding Portu- 
guese taught a lower standard of mor- 
als, races blended and made neighbors. 
The savages were civilized. So if we 
send our criminals to the Philippines, 
the full-blood and the half-blood would 
mieet them on the shore with the salu- 
tation, ‘Welcome, we love you for the 
enemies you ‘have made. You hate the 
restraints of civilization; so do we. 
You want more liberties; help yourself. 
There is no politics here; you want a 
little license, take twenty. It is the cus- 
tom of the country. What do we ask 
in return? Only that if you have any 
new tricks show them up.” 

Thus they would mix perfectly, and 
the Philippines’ sunny strand ‘would be 
Christianized. As fire drives out fire, 
so crime would destroy crime, and un- 
der the doctrine of the ‘‘survival of the 
fittest,’ a better race of men ‘would 
spring up to bless instead of to curse 
mankind.

Mrs. Ann Alexander, the woman who 
was arrested for abandonment of her 
new born babe, was ‘brought before Jus- 
tice Duffy this afternoon and she 
waived examination. She was bound 
over to the circuit court on her own re- 
cognizance, the judge thus giving her 
every opportunity to leave the city if 
she wants to. He evidently felt safe, 
however, that she would ‘be on hand to 
stand trial, whereas if he had demanded 


bail she would have been obliged to re- 
main in jail all summer.

DR. M’ELROY ELOQUENTLY. RE- 
SPONDED 10 A SENTIMENT 


IN HONOR OF GO. A. AT SERVICE 
LAST NIGHT. 


The services at the Methodist church 
last evening were in honor of Company 
A, and it was an ideal patriotic service. 
The edifice was filled to that degree

those present it was better as it was. 
Directly back of the pulpit and cn-the 
choir loft was a draped American flag. 
Mce- 
Elroy was for the soldiers now in the 
Philippines, and an appeal for blessings 


upon the men who represented this city 


in the war. One of the hymns rendered 
was that stirring song, “Onward Chris- 
tian Soldiers,” and in fact nothing but 
patriotism and duty to God permeated 
the atmosphere of the church. The Uni- 
tarian church quartette rendered the 
response to the invocation, and two an- 
thems in a beautiful manner, ‘‘The 
Angelic Choir’ being particularly no- 
ticeable in this) respect. ‘The musical 
numbers iby Miss Oberst, Miss Matern, 
Miss Young and Mrs. Kempf were so 
artistic an addition to the program that 
the evening was delightfully spent by 
those present. 

‘A'bove all, however, was the masterly 
talk by Dr. McElroy. It was not a ser- 


mon. It was rather a response to the 
sentiment: “Our Country, However 
Bounded.’ His address, which lasted 


for half an hour, was, one might say, 
diplomatically imperialistic. It could 
not have offended William Jennings 
Bryan, Bourke Cochran or Charles 
Towne, yet it would have pleased Willi- 
am MicKinley, William Day or Senator 
Davis. 

He said in substance: 

“Tt is queer how history repeats itself. 
Fifty years ago this country was di- 
vided on a political issue in regard to 
extending our domain into Mexico. 
Thomas Corwin made a speech against 
it and he ‘became politically dead. 
Abraham Lincoln spoke for it and he 
was accused by Mr. Douglass of being 
unpatriotic, but none now will charge 
him of being so. In ‘the midst of all the 
discussion, Winthrop, in Boston, pro- 
posed ‘the sentiment which I have 
chosen for my remarks tonight. 

“1, Love for our land. ‘We have every 
reason to do so. It is boundless in its 
resources. The average American citi- 
zen has more comfort than the average 
man of any other nation on earth. 

“2, The Noble Spirit of Freedom. 
There is sometimes a slouching gait on 
Jonathan, but we love him for it. The 
free swing of the American is delighted 
in by us. 

“3, It is the land of the most inspiring 
history. While we have the smell of 
fresh paint on it, Americans have lived 
to a noble purpose. The noble dads of 
1776, 1812, 1848, 1860-5, 1898-9 have made a 
great history. Wherever the blood of 
Americans has stained the pages of his- 
tory that history is immortal.’ 

Dr. McElroy then addressed Company 
A in particular. Said he: 

“We rejoice in the history you have 
made. It is but a year since you 
marched out of the city. It seemed tto 
some that the year was lost to you, but 
you have performed the manliest act, 
but one, that you could do. There is 
only one greater act than to consecrate 
oneself to his country,anid that is to his 
God. You are not the same men who 
went out. Upon the authority of his- 
tory you never can be the same men 
who went forth. You went forth to 
stand for your country, but it was in 
the cause of humanity. I never see the 
blue on a man who fought in the days 
from ’60 to ’65 but that my face flushes 
from sympathy. While the fortunes of 
war said that you should remain in 
camp, you did your duty and have made 
ithe sacrifice for your country. (He then 
paid an eloquent tribute to the dead of 
Company A.) I think it is safe to say 
that so long as there are such men as 
you, we can feel safe that there can be 
no expansion beyond ithe limit of our 
sympathy. I leave you with the invoca- 
tion of the choicest blessings 0 of Heaven 
upon you.”

LOCATS HIN. 


MAN MANGLED AT HALLOWAY IS 
IDENTIFIED 


AS BEING JOHN VANDERWALKER WHO 
LIVES NEAR THIS CITY, 


Charles C. Warner, on reading the 
article in last Saturday’s Times con- 
cerning the killing of “John Vander- 
walker, Ann Arbor,” at Holoway, Mich., 
on Friday last, hals come to the conclu- 
sion that the unfortunate man is a 
John Vanderwalker, who lives ina little 
hamlet called. Pebbles, between North: 
field and Salem, in this county. sag 

Says Mr. Warner: “The description 
answers ‘exactly. I know that this. Mr. 
Vanderiwalker was a kind of travelling 
veterinary surgeon, was about the age 
mentioned and had three fingers miss- 
ing on the left hand.” 3 

Seth C. Randal also saw The ‘Times’ 
article Saturday and says that the un- 
fortunate man was for many years a 
blacksmith in Stony Creek, and after- 
wards moved to Milan, where he has a 
son now living. 

The details of the horrible accident, as 
was given in Saturday nights PPOR, 
is as follows: 

HOLLOWAY, Mich., June 9.—Train 
No. 8 on the Wabash railway, going 
east at about 10:30 this morning, struck 
a horse and wagon, driven by a man, 
and knocked it into splinters, killing 
both man and horse. 

The train is a very fast one, and does 
not stop at this station, therefore it: was 
running at a high rate of speed. The 
man was just coming up on the track 
as the train reached the crossing. No 
one saw the accident but the engineer 
and fireman.

The only redress of the city is to cause 
the grading of the entire street, which 
will cost no insignificant sum, or give 
permission to the company to partially 
disregard the official level and conform 
more nearly to the lines of the street. 
This state of affairs is due to the care- 
lessness of past aldermen or other offi- 
cials who have permitted the grade to 
be violated when street improvements 
were made.
